So, my vi-dts to my g r a n d f a t h ­ 
er were as frequent a* ray m other

My uncle near my

traits, as I th ou g h t, and on one of 
my visits tile re we planned a coon 
hunt 
Among the se rv a n ts owned by ray 
g ra n d fa th e r were two negro 
boys, 


J Henry and Lye. 
Henry was a b o u t 


J the age of my uncle and Lye was 
i a bout my age. 
They were boon c o m ­ 
panions of uncle and myself, and we 
thought m ore of them than most a n y ­ 
body else. 
On the place was an old 
dog named Sebe, who would go out 
every m o rn in g and put a coon up a 
tree and would remain on the g ro un d 
b ark in g until someone went to hts re ­ 
lief. 
It wa.-, ag reed and understood 
th at when the n e g ro boys heard Old 
SOM* bay ing they were to come and 
wake uncle and I. 
A bout 5 o ’clock next m orning, the 
negro boy 
knocked tit o ur d o o r and 
informed u-> t h a t “ Sebe had treed a 
Coon, ‘ and for Us to get up at once. 
All wa h id to do was to slip on o u r 
Cotton breeches, pull our galluses ov- 
er o u r sh o u ld e rs an d we were fully* 
dressed for the occasion. 
We knew 
nothing a b o u t union suits or u n d e r­ 
wear of a ny kind. 
I p r e v a i l e d on my uncle to 
let me 
c a rry ti little single barrel shop gun 
along, wiilch I was just beginning to 
use. 
W hen we arriv e d at the spot we 
found the coon was up a big black 
jack tree heavily covered over with 
dense g rapevines.

negro boy, decided to climb the tree

coon

in which the 
c o o n wa s the victor, 
whipping out 
Gal Sebe an d all

pups.

Im cleaned up on the dogs, the coon 
ran back up the tree. 
I was so badly 
frightened I 
ra n out a bo u t twenty 
yards from the tree, and I th o u g h t it

saw some move merit am o n g the vines 
in the ir**e, and n a tu ra lly supposed 
it was the co co .

“ if Brazil enters the conflict, as to 
day seem s im m inent,’’ he said, “two 
thirds of the entire population and five 
eighths of the total area of the western 
hemisphere w ill be at war with the 
common enem y.
